It  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  shews  a fall,  and 
is  now  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  whole  country. 

The  main  causes  cf  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  (36%),  vascular  lesions  cf  the  nervous  system 
(1?>7)  and  cancer  (14%). 

Of  the  113  registered  deaths,  77  (or  approx. 68%-}  were 
cf  persons  over  the  age  cf  70  years  and  29  (or  apprex.  25%) 
were  over  80  years  of  age. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  shows  a satisfactory  fall. 
The  two  deaths  of  infants  both  occurred  during  the  first 
few  hours  of  life,  and wc re. both  due  tc  prematurity. 
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NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  .DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever  4 Measles  80  Acute  Poliomyelitis  6 

Five  of  the  six  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  sent  to 
Isolation  Hospitals,  four  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Tumble , where  one  case  was  not  confirmed.  The 
fifth  case  was  admitted  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital, 
Swansea,  which  is  equipped  for  dealing  with  cases  of  Bulbar 
paralysis,  hut  she  died  within  a few  hours  of  admission. 

One  case,  in  an  isolated  situation,  was  nursed  at  home. 

tuberculosis 

6 cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified,  one 
of  them  a transfer  from  another  area.  Four  of  these  cases 
were  admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year,  and  also  another 
case  previously  notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

There  was  no  visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Service 
during  the  year,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  unit  will 
visit  the  county  in  the  Autumn  of  1954.

VACCINATION 

Records  were  received  of  54  primary  and  3 secondary 
vaccinations. 


IMMUNISATION 

Records,  were  received  of  the  immunisation  of  81  children, 
and  of  6 reinforcing  injections. 

This  is  considerably  better  than  in  the  previous  year; 
and  it  is  hoped  t.hat  this  improvement  will  continue. 

Records  are  paid,  for  by  the  County  Council,  while  the 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  the  family 
Doctors.

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN 
NEED  OF  CARE  AND  ATTENTION. 

Many  old  people  living  alone  were  visited,  but  no 
statutory  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.  These  old  people 
are  visited  regularly  by  the  Welfare  Officer  and  often  by  the 
District  Nurses,  who  notify  your  Medical  Officer  of  any 
difficult  case.  It  is  usually  found  possible  to  arrange  for 
help  at  home,  or  to  persuade  old  people  to  go  to  Hospital  or 
other  suitable  accommodation  voluntarily,  while  in  rural  areas 
such  as  this,  good  neighbours  are  usually  to  be  found. 
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WATER  SUPPLY

SEWERAGE 

The  consent  cf  the  Minister  was  received  for  the  sewerage- 
scheme  at  Maenclcchcg  during  the  year. 

Several  sewerage  schemes  have  been  considered  by  the  Council, 
but  none  of  them  have  been  finally  approved. 

The  drainage  cf  Saundersf cot , in  particular,  gives  rise  to 
great  anxiety,  and  the  continued  delay  in  submitting  this  scheme 
tc  the  Minister  for  approval  reflects  very  unfavourably  on  the 

Council .

Refuse  was  collected  weekly  from  most  of  the  District, 
with  a twice-weekly  collection  from  Saundersf cot  during  the 
holiday  season. 

The  Council  was  asked  to  discontinue  dumping  on  the 
Narberth  Urban  tip,  and  had  to  find  a new  tip,  in  conjunction 
with  Carmarthen  Rural  District  Council,  near  Clynderwen. 
Tipping  continued  on  Singsmccr  Common.
